Brig.-Gen. Daniel H. Ru ck er, retired, 
Is not only the oldest officer of the 
United States ariny now liv ing, bu t 
also the oldest 
man 
that has ev er 
been in the m ilitary serv ice in this 
cou ntry . 
He was 2 y ears old and able to tod­ 
dle abou t when the White Hou se was 
bu rned by British troops in the ad­ 
m inistration of President Madison. 
He was 7 y ears of age when Florida 
was bou ght from Spain and added to 
the Union. 
He was 8 y ears old when 
Maine (which u p to that time ha^ 
been part of Massachu setts, thou gh not 
contigu ou s thereto) became a State 
He w as 33 y ears of age when Iowa and 
Florida were adm itted to the Union 
as States. 
Harper's Week ly say s the lapse of 
tim e since his birth Is v iv idly realized 
when It is considered that Gen. Ru ck er 
has liv ed in ev ery presidential adm in­ 
istration since the gov ernment began, 
sav e only three— those of Washington, 
Adams and Jefferson. 
He was born 
only thirteen y ears after the death of 
the first President, 
and 
a.mong his 
friends and acq u aintances hav e been a 
good m any people who k new George 
Washington. 
Bu t any body who saw the general 
to-day wou ld nev er imagine that these 
things cou ld be tru e. 
He is q u ite as 
spry and y ou thfu l In his way s as m any 
a man of 65. 
In W ashington, where 
be liv es, he walk s downtown nearly 
ev ery m orning and la often seen on 
the street cars. 
Only the other day 
he was noticed standing on the ru n­ 
ning board of an open car, hav ing got 
u p and stepped ou t to allow some la­ 
dies to pass. 
Gen. Ru ck er was 9 7 y ears of age on 
April 28 last. 
Bu t It does not seem to 
him tha t this fact gav e any ex cu se for 
the rem ark able zealou sness of a certain 
life insu rance company , which, a few 
week s ago, sent a man to his hou se on 
Jefferson place to m ak e a money set 
tlem ent for his death. 
Greatly irri­ 
tated by this su m m ary notice of his 
own demise, he walk ed downtown the 
nex t m orning and dropped in at the 
office of the company . 
The company was v ery apologetic. 
Yet, it was obliged to adm it the gen­ 
eral had the appearance of being aliv e. 
His presence in the office was ev i­ 
dence in fav or of su ch a su pposition. 
But in a technical sense he was dead. 
From a life insu rance v iewpoint he 
had passed ov er to the bey ond. 
There 
had been nothing to do. therefore, bu t 
to pay u p the policy — thou gh the com­ 
pany was sorry if the general had 
been inconv enienced in the m atter. 
The general felt v ery greatly incon­ 
v enienced—in fact, he went aw ay in a 
rage. 
The money which the company 
declared to be du e he refu sed to ac­ 
cept. 
He Is still so angry abou t the 
m atter that his friends do not dare to 
mention it to him ev en in jok e.

Policeman Smith has Ju st retu rned 
from his v acation, which he spent in 
the wilds of Mendocino Cou nty . 
W ith 
him were Policeman 
Berg, 
Andrewr 
Garin and his son, Philip Smith. 
On 
their retu rn they brou ght back a dozen 
rattlesnak es that were eagerly pu r­ 
chased by Chinese doctors at $5 each. 
In order to prepare the ointm ent 
the wise men of Chinatown pou r half 
a gallon of alcohol Into a two-gallon 
ja r In which a rattlesnak e is Im pris­ 
oned. 
The reptile, it is said, u su ally 
dies for w ant of air after a few hou rs’ 
confinement. 
Howev er, it is left in the 
bottom of the 
jar, 
completely Im­ 
mersed in the alcohol, for at least six 
months. 
At the end of that period the alcohol 
is carefu lly remov ed from the Jar, and 
after slight dilu tion with another su b­ 
stance is placed on the m ark et as a 
su re cu re for rheu matism . 
At Chinese 
dru g stores its price is dear.

and so profitable is the m ark et that 
other policemen who contemplate a 
v acation are said to be stu dy ing the 
m ap In order to discov er lik ely habita­ 
tions of the rattler.— New York Su n.

pay m ent to his credit and the nam e of 
the pay er. 
In Ham bu rg 
the Reichsbank 
and 
fiv e im portant bank s u se the Giro sy s­ 
tem. 
Representativ es of these bank s 
meet sev eral times daily at the Reichs­ 
bank , 
where 
transactions 
between 
their sev eral cu stom ers are cleared. In 
H am bu rg v ery little m aterial money Is 
u sed in effecting transactions, the ha­ 
bit being to settle all 
obligations, 
ev en of the most Insignificant charac­ 
ter, by Uberwelsu ngszettel. 
When pay ­ 
m ents are to be m ade from one city 
to another this is done u su ally throu gh 
the Reichsbank , which has fiv e hu n 
dred branches, more or less, throu gh 
ou t the empire. 
All transactions are 
u ndertak en withou t cost to either pay 
er or pay ee, and, on the contrary , de­ 
posits su bject to this modified form of 
check ing u su ally draw' 1 per cent in­ 
terest per annu m. 
The adv antages of the Giro sy stem 
fall partly u nder the head of secu rity 
and partly of 
conv enience. 
Danger 
from forgery is elim inated as the no­ 
tification sent to a bank er by a pay er 
cou ld not by any possibility be u tilized 
adv antageou sly by crim inally disposed 
persons. 
The only inconv enience ob­ 
serv able arises from the fact that re­ 
ceipts for pay m ents are not ack nowl­ 
edged on bills as rendered, u nless su ch 
receipts are specially sou ght by mes 
senger after the bank ex change has 
been made. 
It is cu stom ary in small local trans 
actions for a pay er to note at the foot 
of bills the date of pay m ent throu gh 
the bank er, and In case of possible dis 
pu te the bank Is alway s prepared to 
clear u p m isu nderstandings. Concerns 
doing a large v olu me of bu siness and 
obliged to m ak e nu m erou s pay m ents 
daily are spared the annoy ance of pre­ 
paring hu ndreds of indiv idu al check s, 
as they hav e merely to w rite ou t a list 
of names and am ou nts on a long sheet, 
which they send to their bank er.

Meteo ro lo jtlst Dco ia re* W c M« r Be 
A ble to Co ntro l W e a t he r. 
Are we q u ite helpless in the m atter 
of bad w eather? 
The q u estion arises ou t of a re m a rk ­ 
able nov el and interesting v iewpoint 
adapted by a wrell k nown professor of 
meteorology and solar phy sics, with 
whom the Daily M irror discu ssed the 
q u estion, the Philadelphia M irror say s. 
Thou gh as a scientific man, he de­ 
clined to commit himself, he seemed 
to be decidedly of the opinion tha t we 
a rt not. 
“Perhaps we are ra the r too tolerant 
of bad w eather and do not, as we 
might, tak e steps to alter things at 
all,” he began. 
“After all, we k now 
that a lot of rain Is cau sed by phy si­ 
cal conditions which we can control, 
and we k now that we deliberately blot 
ou t a considerable 
am ou nt 
of su n­ 
shine which is doing its best to reach 
u s. 
We k now also tha t su nsets can be 
literally m ade to order. 
“To tak e the case of rain first. Gen­ 
erally speak ing rain is merely the re­ 
tu rn to earth of w ater ev aporated into 
clou ds by the su n, which, as y ou are 
probably aware, su ck s u p altogether 
some 6,000 cu bic miles of w ater per 
annu m from the whole world’s su r­ 
face. 
“This 6,000 cu bic miles of rain we 
hav e to endu re, w hether we lik e it or 
not, bu t is deriv ed from other cau ses, 
most 
prom inent of which 
are the 
smok e and du st and sim ilar im pu ri­ 
ties which we send u p into the air. 
“These im pu rities giv e w ater v apor 
an Immediate opportu nity to clu ster, 
distill and 
descend again 
as rain, 
which the v apor wou ld not hav e, in 
the ordinary way , u ntil it had reached 
m u ch higher altitu des and been car 
ried by the winds to q u ite different 
localities. 
“Some day dwellers in rain-soak ed 
m anu factu ring towns will realize this, 
and then, perhaps, they will tak e steps 
to k eep the a ir of their towns pu rer 
and get mu ch 
less rain 
in conse­ 
q u ence. 
“And less rain wou ld mean more 
su nshine, for those same Impu rities, 
of cou rse, shu t ou t the su n. 
“As to the su nsets of which I spok e. 
I thou ght it was a m atter of common 
k nowledge that 
the more 
Impu rity 
there is in the air the greater the 
tendency of setting su nlight to ex ­ 
hibit the golden 
tints that 
are so 
mu ch admired. 
“You wou ld see a m u ch finer su n­ 
set. say , from a window of a Sheffield 
slu m, than y ou cou ld behold In the 
highlands of Scotland. 
The su nsets 
one hears so mu ch of ov er the Ameri­ 
can prairies, for instance, are almost 
cau sed by forest fires. 
"From these 
brief 
instances y ou 
will realize that m an’s control ov er 
w eather conditions is ev en now far 
from 
being negligible and 
m ay be 
mu ch Increased in the near fu tu re.”

New Danger. 
Cherry . 111., Feb. 11.—Fear of an epi­ 
demic of diphtheria seized upon the 
people of Cherry when it was an­ 
nounced that Miss Francis Wheeler, 
one of the four Chicago nurses who 
have been ministering to the women 
and children of the village during the 
last three months, had been stricken 
with the disease. 
On the order of Dr. Guilfoy le, Miss 
Wheeler has been isolated in a vacant 
cottage adjoining the one in which she 
and the other nurses have been living 
and a nurse has been summoned from 
Chicago to care for her. 
Complaint against the lack of protec­ 
tion given the workmen now employ ed 
in the mine was increased by the sud­ 
den collapse of a brick partition wall 
which formed a part of the support of 
the fanhouse above the mouth of the 
airshaft.

period they show a run up for heart, 
kidney, apoplexy deaths from 19 to 36 
and a fraction. 
In the United States 
the consumption death rate has de­ 
creased 49 per cent in twenty years; 
the kidney death rate has increased 
131 per cent. The Chicago rate has in­ 
creased 167 per cent. 
In Connecticut 
there has been an improvement since 
1900, but as against 1880 the rate in 
1907 showed an increase of 139 per 
cent. 
Denver’s municipal theater, occupy­ 
ing a part of the great Auditorium, is 
making money according to Denver 
Municipal Facts.

His father was an lnkeeper, and the 
President is of mixed 
Spanish 
and 
Italian blood. His rise to fame was aa 
remarkable as it was rapid, and it 
would be difficult to estimate the good 
that he has done for Mexico. Although 
he is an autocrat of autocrats, he' la 
very democratic, and 
is 
immensely 
popular among his people. 
He is 80 
years old, but no one would think it to 
look at him, and he Is still as vigorous 
and as hard a worker as most meu 
half his age. 
It is practically due to 
President Diaz that Mexico has now an 
efficient railway system, and he has 
also done a great deal for the spread 
of education.—M. A. P. 
At the death of the duke of Wel­ 
lington the whole diplomatic corps was 
invited to the funeral at St. Paul’s. 
The French ambassador, on receiving 
his invitation, was very much upset. 
He hurried off to his colleagues of

TO CANADA. 


T il* Year 1 9 0 9 Ma* Show* aa In- 
rrra st of Over Klarhty Per Cont 
la Anaorlraa Settlem ent. 
Recent advices from Canada, our 
next door neighbor, 
the neighborly 
country across the boundary line, are 
that upwards of ninety thousand set­ 
tlers from the United States went into 
Western Canada during the past year, 
most of them for the purpose of tak­ 
ing up and settling upon the vacant 
lands, 160 acres of which are given 
free by the government, and lands ad­ 
joining held by railway and land com­ 
panies are selling at from nine to fif­ 
teen and twenty dollars per acre. Even 
if thirty or forty dollars per acre were 
paid, the price would then be low, as 
the lands produce wonderfully, and at 
these higher figures there is a large 
interest on the money and labor in­ 
vested. 
The ninety thousand settlers 
of this year, followed about sixty thou­ 
sand last year, and for several years 
the figures have been running into 
these large figures. 
There must be a 
reason for it. 
It may be found in the 
single phrase. "They 
are satisfied." 
Nothing attracts people more than the 
success of others, and the news of this 
reaching other thousands causes them 
to investigate. 
The investigation in 
this case is always satisfactory. 
The 
splendid land of Iowa, of Indiana, of 
Nebraska, Kansas, Minnesota, Wiscon­ 
sin, Michigan, Ohio and other states 
has risen to a high value, and it is 
worth every dollar asked for it. 
But 
there is not room now for all on these 
lands. 
With the ever increasing de­ 
mand for grain there comes the ever 
increasing demand for land. 
Canada 
is the only country on the continent 
in a position to supply it. Land there 
that costs, say, $15 an acre, produces 
on a reasonable calculation twenty- 
five bushels of wheat to the acre, or 
about $20. 
The most liberal calcula­ 
tion as to cost makes the cost to pro­ 
duce $7.50 per acre, leaving a balance 
of $12.50 per acre. 
The $7.50 carries 
good wages for the farmer, and all 
other conceivable contingencies. With 
conditions like this, covering the en 
tire area of about 500.000 square miles, 
it is readily understood why 90,000 
Americans should follow the 60.000 
last year. Canadian government agen­ 
cies at different points in the Union 
are always ready to give information 
regarding the free homestead lands, 
ready to advise the settler as to the 
districts which would suit him best. 


Burma Cigarette*. 
The American engineer home for a 
visit from Burma accepted a proffered 
cigarette and rolled it gently between 
his fingers. 
"At the risk of seeming ungrateful," 
he said, “I rise to remark that the 
specimen you have so kindly tendered 
me strikes my acquired sense of the 
fitness of such things as highly inade­ 
quate. 
Merely as to size, I mean. 
"The cigarette of Burma is a re­ 
markable 
contrivance, 
ranging 
in 
length from a foot to a foot and a 
half, an inch in diameter and not un­ 
like a giant firecracker in general 
shape. 
If composed wholly of tobacco 
it would be deadly. 
As a matter of 
fact, It contains very little tobacco. 
It is made of cornhusk or leaves of 
innocuous plants rolled tight and with 
shreds of the divine weed between 
the layers. 
One will last a smoker 
for a day, frequently an entire family 
for a day. 
"The women of Burma, the most 
handsome and intelligent of their sex 
in the east, smoke these cigarettes ha­ 
bitually. 
It is something of a shock 
when the visitor first sees a pretty 
woman puffing at one of these enor­ 
mous cylinders. 
It is still more of a 
shock if she is carrying a youngster 
astride her hip in approved native 
fashion. 
Between puffs she offers her 
cigarette to the child, who never re­ 
fuses the invitation. 
"As to effect, the Burmese cigarettes 
are practically harmless. As to flavor, 
they are insipid and unpleasant.”— 
New York Herald.

New York. Feb. 11.—Former Refin 
ery Superintendent of the Sugar Trust 
Oliver Spitzer, who was convicted last 
December of complicity in the sugar 
weighing frauds, has been sentenced 
by Judge Martin in the United States 
circuit court to two years'In the fed­ 
eral prison at Atlanta. 
As soon as sentence had been p ro 
nounced 
on 
Spitzer. 
Judge 
Martin 
opened court for the trial of Charles 
R. Heike, secretary of 
the holding 
company of the sugar trust, the Amer­ 
ican Sugar Refining company of New 
Jersey. Heike was indicted on charges 
of defrauding the government out of 
customs duties on sugar and of overt 
acts in signing checks for the short 
payments. 
Before Spitzer left for Atlanta in 
charge of a deputy marshal, he made 
a statement in which he said that he 
had been made the scapegoat for the 
sugar trust. 
Spitzer’s sentence had 
been deferred on account of an oper­ 
ation which he underwent after his 
trial. 
He was tried with four former 
checkers employed by the sugar trust 
on 
the 
Williamsburg 
docks. 
The 
checkers, Thomas Kehoe, E. A. Boyle, 
P. J. Hennessey and John Coyle, were 
all convicted of having a part in de­ 
frauding the government on sugar im­ 
port duties and are now serving a year 
each on Blackwell’s Island. 
Appeals 
in the cases of the checkers are nowr 
pending and an appeal will be taken 
on behalf of Spitzer. 
Spitzer’s state­ 
ment in part follows: 
‘‘As I stand 
upon the prison threshold today I find 
myself absolutely deserted by the su­ 
gar trust. 
They deserted me w’hen I 
was arrested and they desert me now. 
And this after having served the trust 
faithfully for twenty-nine years. 
It 
was in 1880 that I first went to wrork 
for the trust as a hoy, am! I finally 
rose to the position of dock superin­ 
tendent. Reports have fix ed my salary 
at ridiculously high wages, when as a 
m atter of fact I actually received but 
$55 a week. 
The truth of this whole 
m atter is that the government cried 
for a victim and the trust ‘sacrificed’ 
me and the four poor $18-a-week check­ 
ers who are now serving a year on 
Blackwell’s Island.” 
Heike was the first witness called 
He said he was six ty-five years old. He 
testified to his various appearances 
before the federal grand jury and iden­ 
tified the subpenas served upon him. 
Heike went on to tell of the records 
of the sugar trust which he had fur­ 
nished the grand Jury, and of his ex ­ 
amination by United States Attorney 
Wise in regard to the organization and 
holdings of the American Sugar Refin­ 
ing company. 
He said he was ques­ 
tioned in the grand jury room about 
the production of sugar by the com­ 
pany and that he supplied figures 
showing what each company of the 
trust could produce. 
He obtained, he 
said, for the grand jury a table show-- 
ing the number of pounds of raw 
sugar melted by the trust.
